We would again ask one more time for you to please review the enclosed copy of the United 
States Patent Application for understanding and accuracy, sign and date the Declaration, and return 
the same to us via Overnight Mail for immediate filing in the United States Patent Office. 

According to our files and affidavits from Dr. Kent Van Kampen, the patent application and 
Declaration and Power of Attorney document for the above-referenced invention were sent to you at 
Neo-Tech LLC on April 25, 2001 by Dr. Van Kampen, and Dr. Van Kampen requested that you 
sign and return the documents. On June 6, 2001, 1 spoke with you on the telephone and requested 
that you sign and return the Declaration sent by Dr. Van Kampen. You indicated that you would 
not sign the Declaration until you had spoken with Dr. Van Kampen.
